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SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the School District of Westmoreland : 


In presenting the second report under the new school law, 
the Board is aware that the present system of procedure 
is much different from the old one, and that the Board has 
had to work under many disadvantages from the fact of 
prejudice growing out of dissatisfaction from the introduc- 
tion of the present school system. It would be something 
entirely adequate if a law could be enacted and so applied as 
to meet the approbation of all our citizens, and apply prop- 
erly to and for the best interests of the schools, and while 
the Board has only the law as its guide, everybody cannot 
fail to see at a glance that the Board is only the representa- 
tives of that law, and it would do an injustice to those 
that have intrusted this duty to them if they did not faith- 
fully execute it. It has been the intention of the Board to 
hire only such teachers as would be able to perform the 
duties of the schoolroom in a manner satisfactory to the 
parents and for the best interests of the pupils. We regret 
that in one or two instances we came short of our expecta- 
tions, while in some other of our schools we defy competition. 
The teachers have all passed examinations that were credita- 
ble to themselves and satisfactory to the Board, and while in 
one or two instances there was a tendency to dispute the 
capabilities of the teacher, we find by referring to their 
examination papers that they have passed the highest per 
cent. We are satisfied that the present system has come to 
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remain permanently, and that the schools as a whole are bet- 
ter than under the old system. It gives equal advantages to 
all pupils, it makes an’ equal distribution of all money, it 
tends toward a higher standard of education. Did the old 
system accomplish that end ? We think not. We deem it 
our duty to work for the best interests of your children, 
and in doing so we only attempt what others have done for 
you and for us. We feel that we have had from certain 
directions due support, and in those schools the teacher has 
had encouragement from the parents, and the result has been 
a successful school, and the result has been such as would 
commend it to all parents and those that have no pupils to 
send. Where there is a tendency among the parents to 
strife, and take illegitimate means to gratify their own ambi- 
tion, also speaking disdainfully of teachers without taking 
means to find out the facts of the case, if such things do 
occur, they are the most potent factor that can be inaugura- 
ted to impair the usefulness of schools. 

During the winter term we intreduced Franklin’s. series 
of arithmetics, and we can assure you we did not until after 
mature deliberation. We wished to reach a certain class of 
pupils that were able to attend the winter term only, and 
were not advanced in arithmetic, and would soon leave 
the school on account of age and financial circumstances. 
We felt that they had no knowledge of percentage or interest : 
they had from year to year been obliged to study Robinson’s 
complete arithmetic, and from the fact that it contained 
much work that was not practical and a greater part of it 
was blind and incomprehensible; the pupil was unable to 
grasp those principles that are necessary for him to have to 
advance in his book far enough to reach the studies that 
were to be of practical value to him. ‘There was no inter- 
mediate book; he was obliged to go from a mental to one 
that was used as a final study in arithmetic in our high 
schools; in other words, he learned his letters in a primer, 
and learned to read in a fifth reader. The Franklin inter- 
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mediate arithmetic removes the” heretofore obstacle, and 
places the pupil with means sufficient whereby he can gain a 
practical knowledge that will be of: ‘inestimable value to him 
orher. If this book applies so admirably to dull scholars 
and to those that have had no advantages, it will much more 
apply to those that are quick to learn, enabling them to 
grasp the principles more readily and advance more rapidly. 
These advantages the Franklin series of arithmetics give, 
and the Robinson does not, and these are sufficient to com- 
mend the books to any person that believes that practicabil- 
ity is what we wish our children to learn, and not study text- 
books that are blind and indefinite. 

We regret that we were unable to continue the schools 
during the winter term to ten weeks. We were not aware of 
the deficiency of funds until after the fall term had closed, 
consequently we could not avoid the deficiency of the term. 
The parents have not visited the schools as often as we wish 
they would; the interests of your children should be, in a 
true parent’s esteem, one of the foremost essentials to be 
looked after. We earnestly request parents to visit the 
schools and lend a helping hand in obtaining the very best 
results that can be had. 

We would especially call your attention to the amount of 
money expended per pupil under the system as compared 
with the old system, and also the number of weeks of school. 
By referring to the table and itemized account of each dis- 
trict, you can readily ascertain what disposition has been 
made of the funds.
